SEATTLE (AP) - A 43-year-

Before it ended in a hail of 


bullets, the skyjacking covered 
a lime span of 12 hours and a 
distance of more than HOU miles 
— from Heno, Nov., to Van- 
couver, B.C., and back (o 
Seattle. 


U.S. Attorney Stan I'itkiu 


identified the wounded man as 
I'Yank Markoc Sibley of State- 
line, Nev. Pitkin said Sibley 
would be charged with air pira- 
cy. Sibley's wounds were de- 
scribed as serious but not criti- 
cal. 


The penalty under the law is 


20 years to life. 


Sibley was shot in the hi- 


jacked United Air Line Boeing 
727 here late Friday night after 
his demand/for 15 gold bars 
worth 515,000 had been met in a 
four-hour stop in Vancouver 
and S2 million in cash was de- 
livered to him in Seattle. 


Two FBI agents who boarded 


the hijacked plane under tiie 
guise of airline employes after 
the sky pirate insisted on new 
crewmen and demanded maps 
of Canada ended (he odysscy.

To Old Politics 


When his pass plays fizzle and his line 


can not spring his running backs, a good 
quarterback calls for the punter to deliver 
the football to the opposition in the hope 
the latter may stutter even worse and 
yield a favorable field position to his 
team. 


This is a standard deployment going 


back to the days when Rutgers and 
Princeton played the firsl game in 1876 or 
thereabouts, one which lias not been 
outmoded nor improved upon. 


George McGovern is finding his version 


of the political wishbone formation is not 
making the headway he thought it would, 
is calling for the punt. 


He 
captured 
the 
Democratic 


nomination by some hidden ball tricks 
that outscored several old pros in the 
game. 


As the self proclaimed champion of 


youth, women's lib and the. minorities, he 
won strategic primary elections on 
plurality voting. This raised him from last 
year's national obscurity. He sharpened 
the image by taking a dive in other states 
which strongly favored his opponents. 


This shrewed contrasting of the high 


profile in one place and a low one 
elsewhere won him the nomination. 


Since the 
lighting in the 
election 


campaign is several million candlepower. 
greater than that in the convention halls, 
the successful nominees have to re-assess 
their strategy for the playoff. 


This week McGovern has 
confirmed 


what most of the stalwarts in both major 
parties had been saying right along. The 
razzle dazzle by which he won the 
Democratic nomination may not work in 
another field. 


The opinion polls indicated his hold on 


youth is fragile at best. 


Somebody has convinced him that 


Gloria Steinem's version of women's lib 
turns off most women. 


The blacks are with him simply because 


they have been in the Democratic fold 
since FDR's first sweep in '32. 


TheEagleton affair threatens to remain 


as a major handicap. It has disillusioned 
many who yearn for pure politics, 
ephemeral as may be that hope, and 
raises doubt over Sargent Shriver, the 


substitute Veep candidate, projecting (he 
charisma which the Missouri Senator 
has. 


The improving business climate is 


taking the steam from one issue which all 
the Democratic hopefuls had been 
trumpeting since the nominating cam- 
paigns opened. 


With nearly all of his formations failing 


to strike fire with the public, McGovern is 
opting for the punt. 


He is trying to re-ignite the Viet Nam 


war by sending Ramsey Clark to Hanoi 
and Shriver to the Hanoi delegates at the 
Paris peace talks, 


Clark returned with a brainwashed 


presentation on the bombing of the North 
Vietnamese dikes and Shriver apparently 
proposes to negotiate a peace of sorts. 
Additionally, Shriver delivered a phony 
blast earlier in the week to the effect that 
Nixon misread a so calledpeace feeler put 
out by Hanoi during the closing days of 
LBJ's Administration. 


McGovern is putting his own touch to 


the charade by refusing to accept a White 
House briefing on the war and the status 
of the Paris negotiations. In rejecting the 
offer, he all but called Nixon a liar. 


Playing ducks and drakes with 


America's foreign policy and military 
efforts is a dangerous business and for a 
man in McGovern's position, something 
beyond all ethical bounds. 


Nixon was sorely tempted to do the 


same thing 
four years ago, but he 


refrained from that tempting political 
gambit and in so doing came close to 
losing to Humphrey who at the llth hour 
did that very thing by repudiating LBJ's 
stance. 


McGovern is desperate. 
He's not the shining knight that his 


delegates tried to paint. 


He's just another politico trying to get 


something going, whatever its effect may 
be. 


His choice of motive power is umpteen 


degrees below (he old standby of "my 
opponent has a woman on the side," 
because U.S. security is at stake. 


The public isn't buying his first of- 


ferings and hopefully will block this punt 
he is trying to sail downfield.

Foundation Focusep 
On Tax Problems

NEWYORK <AP> —There is 


hardly a family in America 
that doesn't discuss—if that is 
the proper word—taxes, often 
with awe or woe or indignation. 
Taxes are negative. Taxes take 
away. Taxes are wiasted. 


The subject of taxes also is 


tiring 
because, as 
most 


families have learned, there 
isn't much you can do about 
them but pay, and that is a very 
unsatisfactory catharsis for 
strong emotions. 


Eventually, therefore, most 


such discussions are 
ter- 


minated for the sake of the 
family's well-being. But if you 
worked for the Tax Foundation, 
Inc. you couldn't 
permit 


yourself the luxury of trying to 
forget. You remember. 


At the foundation you think 


about taxes constantly rather 
than sporadically. It's your job, 
but your outlook, judging from 
the tone of the foundation's re- 
ports, isn't any different. Taxes 
are too high. Money is wasted. 


The only real difference is 


that the foundation does some- 
thing about it. They write about 
taxes, thousands upon thou- 
sands of words about them. 
And the effect? Well, taxes are 
rising. 


The foundation was formed 


in 1937 as a private, nonprofit 
organization "lo engage in re- 
search and public education on 
the fiscal and management as- 
pects of government. Among 
its trustees now are some of the 
biggest names in American in- 
dustry. 


The motto of the foundation is 


"toward better government 
through 
citizen 
un- 


derstanding," but since it is the 
citizens who permit themselves 
to be (axed, one wonders if it is 
achieving its basic goal. 


In a recent issue of its 


"Monthly Tax Features" are 
some typically horrifying ex- 
amples of how spending grows, 
how taxes rise, how money is 
wasted, how legislators raise 
their pay, how federal benefits 
soar. 


"Gov't. Payroll Cost Up '400 


Per Cent From '53-'71" de- 
clares one headline. Expan- 
ding, the story relates that: 


"While fulltime state and lo- 


cal government employes have 
about doubled from 4 to 8 mil- 
lion over the 1953-1971 period, 
monthly p ay rolls for th em h av e 
skyrocketed from $1.2 million 
lo $6 million, or by 400 per 
cent." 


It observes that 
"fulltime 


workers' pay averaged $730 per 
month in 1971, $33 more than in 
1970," falling to remind readers 
that in terms of constant dol-. 


lars—minus inflation^-that $33 
raise is less than a cost-of-ljy- 
ing increase. 
- 


Another story, typically well- 


researched and. detailed, re- 
lates how "federal government 
benefits going to 50 million or 60 
million Americans in fiscal 1973 
through 
'income 
security 


programs' will reach an esti- 
mated $102 billion ..." 


Sucli cash outlays, for care of 


the aged, retired, disabled, 
sick, jobless and poor, it noted, 
will make up about 40 per cent 
of the federal budget. 


Regarding legislators', who 


it implies can do something 
about taxes by resisting bigger 
paychecks and fringe benefits, 
it comments: 


"In 19 years between 1947 


and 1966 salaries of New York 
State legislators rose by 500 per 
cent. They now get $20,000—al- 
most 10 times what they got in 
1947."

.Incumbent Is bound to lie 
measured by many against the 
promises he made as a can- 
didate, In this Instance, voters 
may ask: Did he 
end the 


Vietnam waf , cut crime, fix the 
welfare mess, 
help the 


economy? 


But the holder of tho office Is 


not tested just by a simple 
ncoro sheet on his promises. He 
faces countless problems he 
could not forsee as a mere 
candidate. He decides to do 
many things he either didn't 
foresee or didn't talk about in 
his campaign. 
•So, a huge number of voters 
measure performance on a 
wider scale. The questions for 
them are not only whether he 
honored his promises but how 


he did It, whether he seemed to 
be acting wisely If he chose not 
to, how he met the unforeseen 
difficulties, whether he acted 
sensibly and responsibly when 
he undertook things he hadn't 
talked about. 


In Nixon's case, his visit's to 


Peking and Moscow arc perfect 
examples of presidential action 
not telegraphed beforehand. 


These moves, plus his arms 


limitation agreements with the 
Soviet Union and his balanced 
caution in treating the ex- 
plosive Middle East situation, 
will be gauged along with his 
handling of the Vietnam war. 


Will It be fatal to Nixon in 


1972 if his winding down of the 
war Is something less than total 
by election lime? Perhaps not. 
-' Many people may feel that 
taking out more than 500,000 
troops of a total peak force of 
545,000 is a plausible effort. 
Some may blame the ad- 
versary for the Incompleteness 
of the effort. 


In the larger scope, as 


suggested, voters will be 
viewing 
Nixon's Vietnam 


actions In a mix with those on 
Peking, Moscow, the Middle 
East, the arms limitation talks. 


Again, all the matters here 


mentioned have to do .with 
measuring his judgment as a 
practicing presidenWnot just 
in the realm of his promises 
but across the whole spec- 
trum of his job. The central 
thing Is how wisely and plaus- 
ibly he acted whenever he 
acted.

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Results Of Intensified Weekend Patrol 'Gratifying9 


Berrien, Cass Traffic Citations Up 50%

PAW PAW — Intensified weekend road patrols by state 


police in Berrien and Cass counties have produced a 50 per 
cent hike in traffic citations in the state police fifth district, 
the district's commander said. 


Capl. Robert Vesey analyzed the first two weekends of the 


increased palrols being financed in six Michigan'Counties by 
aS300,OOOgranlfromtheU.S. Depl. of Transportation. 


Vesey described the initial results as gratifying and said 


that hopefully the presence of more road patrols will bring 
diminishing fatal accident rate and discourage drinking 
drivers from getting behind the wheel. 


The weekend patrols in Berrien and Cass counties were 


initiated two weekends ago. 


Berricn and Cass were designated for The beefcd-up patrols 


because of high traffic fatality rates— 34 in Berrien and 28 
in Cass to date. The Cass total is-idenlical to the number of 
traffic deaths there for all of 1971. 


The extra patrols have issued 425 tickets on Ihe past two 


weekends. 


In the first weekend, the 34 additional patrols assigned to 


the two counties issued 226 traffic citations. 


Normally, Vesey said, there are about 400 citations issued 


by troopers in the entire district over a weekend. 


The fifth district is.made up of posts at Benton Harbor, 


Niles, New Buffalo, White Pigeon, Wayland, South Haven 
and Paw Paw. 


Also during the first weekend, the added patrols made 50 


other patrol arrests, three arrests resulting from complaints, 
issued 264 verbal warnings to motorists, arrested seven 
motorists for driving under the influence of intoxicants and 
traveled 6,105 miles. 


During the same period, troopers on regular assignment to 


Ihe coverage in the two countys arrested eight for driving 
under the influence of intoxicants and one person for driving 
under the influence of narcotics. 


Last weekend, Vesey said, there were 41 added patrols in 


the (wo county counties which traveled 6,730 miles, issued 199 
traffic citations, and gave 285 verbal warnings. 


Three persons were arrested for drunk driving and one for 


driving with a suspended or revoked license. 


The special crews also made five other patrol arrests and
